ASKS FOR LAW TO
AID THE FARMERS

Would Make Farm Loan Bonds
Legal Investments for Sav-
ings Banks.

SUGGESTED BY McADOO

Gov. Cooper Transmits Letter
from Former Secretary of
Treasury in Special Mssage
to Legislature.

Columbia, 8. C., Feb 10.—Gov
ernor Cooper in a speclal message
Friday transmitted a letter from W
G. McAdoo, former secretary of the
treasury, asking that the general as-
sembly pass a law making farm loan
bonds legal investments for the
funds of savings banks, insurance
companies, trust companies, and for
guardlans and trustees, Accom=-
panying the correspondence is a copy
of the act desired, which has the ap-
proval of the treasury department of
the United States.

“1 respectfully recommend that
you give this bill favorable consid-
eration.” the governor said, “and
that the same be acted on at this ses-
sion of the general assembly."

The second paragraph of the gov-
ernor’s message reads:

“I am informed that the legisla-
tures of most of the states have al-
ready acted favorably on this bill. In
this federal land bank dlstrict, com-
posed of North Carolina, South Caro-
lina, Georgla and Florida, the states
of Georgia and Florida have passed
the bill, and it now in force in
these states. I am also Informed
that the bill has received a favorable
report by the committee on agricul-
ture of both the house and the sen-
ate in North Carolina, and Governor
Bickett I1s of the opinifon that it will
pags without difficulty.*

In explaining the purposes of the
hill, Mr. MeAdoo said:

“To secure an adequate supply of
money for the very vital and urgent
purposes of making such mortgage
loans as the farmers of the country
need, the federal land banks {ssue
honds secured by the deposit as col-
lateral of first mortgages land
The farm loan aet  provides tha
these bonds ‘shall be a lawful in
vestment for all fiduciary and trust
funds, and may bhe accepted
curity for all public deposits.” This
of course relates only to fiduclary
and trust funds under the jurisdiction
and control of the
ment.

Lancaster Aviator Who Downed
Many Hun Planes is Now at

His Home Here,

Capt. Elliott W. Springs, late of
the British Royal Flylng corps and
who for the past two months ha
been training American aviators in
France, arrived yesterday from New
York where he landed Sunday a
week ago. He has been releasea
from the service. Captain Springs is
credited with downing 24 enem
planes during the five weeks of his
air-fighting. In June the enemy shot
an oil pipe on his machine causing
the engine to heat and his plane fell.
He was slightly wounded and spent
some time in a hospital, resuming
his flying a short time before the ar-
mistice was signed. '

York by Colonel and Mrs. Leroy
Springs and they accompanied him
home.

WRECK ON P. & N. IS
FATAL TO FOUR PEOPLE

Two Instantly Killd, Two Suceumb
to Wounds, When Car Plunges

Into Ravine,

Greenville, 8. ., Feb. 10.—Four
persons are dead and 16 injured
=everal probably fatally, as the re-
sult of the derallment of a car on
the Piedmont & Northern railwav at
Chick Springs, about 10 miles from
this city, at 11 o'clock Saturday
morning. It jumped the track on a
high trestle and pitched %0 feet in-
to a ravine, completely demolishing
the car and instantly killing two of
the passengers. Two of the injured
have since died at the hospital a
Camp Sevier to which the injured
were taken.

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CHARLESTON WANTS
A GREATER CITADEL

Present Site and Equipment
Wholly Inadequate and School
is Greatly Crowded.

ASKS FOR HALF MILLION

This With Proceeds of Sale of
Present Property Would Pro-
vide for Expansion of the
Institution.

Columbia, Feb. 10 -—Before the

joint  committee meeting of the
finance committee of the senate and
the ways and means committee of
the house the Charleston delegation,
in behalf of the Greater Citadel, ap-

peared in the senate chamber. M
W. R. Bradford, chairman of the
ways and means committee, pre-
sided,

Mr. J. P. Thomas, a mn-mhef‘f
the board of visitors of the Citadel,
was the first to speak. He told of
the terribly erowded condition at the
Citadel saying there were 330 cadets

and only eightv-seven rooms. He
said that it would take at least
2100000 to $150,000 to put the

Citadel in good condition, but this
would not relieve the crowded con-
dition He told also of the objec-
tionable dust caused by the bageing
factory nearby. The ground which
the cadets drill on does not belong
to the state but is the property of an
independent corporation for a pleas-
ure ground, and this right could Le
taken away any time they see fit.
When asked what he would appraise
the few hundred acres offered by the
city of Charleston he sald a ver_\'-
conservative value would be $250,
000.  The Citadel has heen desig-
nated as one of the honor military
Institutions of the country. The
Citadel will be passed in this respect
unless it can be allowed to expand.

REDUCED ACREAGE
ADVICE TO FARMER

United States Department of
Agriculture Says Hold
Acreage Down.

SITUATION IS DIFFICULY

Farmers Are Told to Be “On
Their Guard” for When
Prices Begin to Settle Down
It Becomes More Difficult.

The department is just issuing a
bulletin which I have prepared for
the purpose of putling the present
situation up to the farmers and bus-
iness men. It is entitled “Safe Farm-
ing in the Southern States in 19149.°
Ask your county agent for a cOopy.

The present situation is the most
dangerous which the cotton states
have faced in recent vyears. You
have had four vyears of cCoOmpar-
tive prosperity, partly because of
four short crops of cotton with re-

sultant good prices, and partly be-
cause you produce so mue
own food and feed,
four years there
crops  in Texas mainly
drought In 1911, 1912, 1913 an
1914 the Texas crop averaged 4
418,260 bales, while *during 1915
1916, 1917 and 1918 it averaged
only 2,164,500 bales, or 1,253.750
bales less per annum., Texas has
had vood raing this winter. From
1911 to 1914, inclusive. Oklahoma
averaged 1,036,250 per  annum
From 1915 to 1918, inclusive, the
average only 742,250 bales or
294,000 bales less per annum, main-
ly due to drought. Oklahoma has
had splendid rains this winter, A
big crop in Texas and Oklahoma has
always meant a big erop In the whole
country.

GERMANS BEGINNING TO

FORGET THEY'RE BE‘\'I‘EN.’COUNTY TEACHERS -

Germany, It Is Reported, Is Not De-
mobilizing, But Has Placed 18

Divisions on West Front,

London, Feb. 10.-—British news-
papers of all shades of opinion nre
devoting serious attention to the at-
titude adopted by the German gov-
ernment toward the armistice con-
ditions.

The Daily News Paris corres-
pondent sends a dispateh from “au-
‘horitative sources” on the subject
in which he says his informant told
him that he had the bhest reason to
believe that Germany is not contin-
uing to demobilize.

“She has now concentrated
than 18 divisions under von Hin
denlhiurg on the western front.” the
correspondent quotes his informant

maobilize

“Allied military authorities econ-
shder the time has now arrived for
Germany to give  up  her military |
stiength—that she be brought to

such a condition that she cannot ve-
aist later the conditions of peace now
being prepared The allied theors
always has heen that we shall frame
conditions which Germany will have
to accept, and that there is nothing
to discuse, except as regards details.

“For this reason, Germany is try-
ing to keep up her military strength
so that she ecan send a delegation to

the peace congress for a Lthorough
military discussion of the peace
conditions imposed. On this point

the French national soecialist party
and ite extreffie left wing is stronely

opposed to anything done to save
Germany from the consequences of
defeat.  In this matter the French

government will he supported by the
entire nation.™
